GE policy to change pending 


Academic Senate approval 


The policy proposal 
changes science lab 
requirements and 
adds a new capstone 
category.

The Academic Senate is set to re- 
view a proposal that would change Cal 
State Long Beach’s general education 
_ program to alter GE natural science 
requirements, humanities and arts re- 
quirements, capstone courses, and in- 
crease the number of units that can be 
“double-counted” from 10 to 13. 

The proposal, which was processed 
by the Curriculum- Educational Poli- 
cies Council, must receive approval 


from the Academic Senate, a univer- 
sity governing body composed of fac- 
ulty, students and administrators, be- 
fore it is put in action most likely in fall 
2012, according to Lynn Mahoney, as- 
sociate vice president for Undergradu- 
ate Affairs and Academic Advising

The Long Beach State athletic de- 
partment plans to use funds generated 
from a $125 season-ticket increase to 
fund approximately 2,000 additional 
seats that will temporarily be added 
to the Walter Pyramid for a men’s bas- 
ketball game against the University of 
North Carolina next season, athletic 
director Vic Cegles said Monday. 

A family pack of four season tick- 
ets for 12 home games now costs $225 
— about $4.69 per person per game, a 
125 percent increase from last season’s 
$100 package for 13 contests at the 
Pyramid. 

“Our ticket prices are very low in 
comparison to other athletic events 
in Southern California,’ Cegles said, 
“and we do not anticipate any push 
back from.our alumni and fans.”

A notice of intent to recall Asso- 

ciated Students Inc. President Lucy 
Nguyen was submitted to the student 
body president yesterday, alleging 
negligence, incompetence and misuse 
of office. 
_ Sean Graves, a freshmen business 
marketing major, presented the peti- 
tion to Nguyen on behalf of the Re- 
call Lucy Nguyen Committee, but 
refused to comment on the nature of 
the group, its size or meeting place. 

A press release, which was sent 
out by Graves, claimed that “student 
community leaders from across the 
campus” were united in their effort 
to recall Nguyen but only he and the 
ASI president were at the submission 
event. 

When prompted to discuss the 
ramifications of a recall, including 
possible candidates to replace Nguy- 
en, Graves declined to comment. 

According to ASI bylaws, a spe- 
cial election may be held if a recall 
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Sean Graves, freshman, serves ASI President Lucy Nguyen a 


notice of a petition to recall her. 


petition gathers the support of 15 per- 
cent of the officers’ student body, or 
roughly 5,000 signatures. 

On Jan. 3, Jason Aula, a 2010 ASI

Nguyen and then-Treasurer Jameson

signatures, according to proponents 
of that recall. 

“An individual must have stand- 
ing as a current student the semester 
in which the petition was submitted, 
in order to use the bylaws, and its ef- 
fects,” a unanimous decision by the 
court read.

Senate Bill 1440, also known as 
the Student Transfer Achievement 
Reform Act (STAR Act), was ap- 
proved in December 2010 by the 
California Community College’s 
chancellor’s office.

It grants students from 
community colleges guaranteed ad- 
mission to their local Cal State Uni- 
versity with an associate degree and 
junior standing.

A new SRWC program 
promotes good health, 
raffles off free tuition.

One student will have the op- 
portunity to work their way to good 
health and free tuition, this spring 
semester with the Student Recre- 
ation and Wellness Center’s Ow- 
en’s Tuition for Condition program. 


Students can earn points that will . 


enter them into a Dec. 8 raffle for free 
spring tuition by participating in vari- 
ous SRWC activities and exercises. 
Sign up is open until Sept. 25. 
Along with the grand prize winner, 
15-20 other winners will be selected 
from the raffle for prizes such as 3G 
Beach Comber bikes, gift.cards from 
health and wellness venues, SRWC wa- 
ter bottles and reusable bags, or free in- 
structional classes, rock climbing, and 
personal training sessions at the SRWC. 
Students who earn 30 points will 
be put in a raffle for the grand prize 
of free tuition for spring 2012. 
But Sean Del Rossi, associate di- 
rector of Associated Students Inc. 
recreation, said the winner will not 
be determined based on who gets 
the most points because the SRWC 
wants to promote a balanced lifestyle. 
“We want to get people active, but we 
want to have a life balance and encour- 
aging someone to come seven days a 


week for two hours a day isn’t necessar- 
ily the healthiest way,” Del Rossi said. 
’ “Te’s designed for someone to 
come in three times a week, which, 
based on the American College 
of Sports Medicine’s standards, is 
kind of a threshold for physical ac- 
tivity and wellness,’ he continued. 

Students must accumulate 30 points 
between now and Dec. 7 by par- 
ticipating in different fitness cat- 
egories but they must have at least 
two points from each category. 

Students may also participate in op- 
tional beach clean-ups every week- 
end in Long Beach to earn points. 

“The goal of the program is to get stu- 
dents engaged in the different programs 
of the building,” Del Rossi said. “That’s 
why the program is structured in a way 
that you walk up to the salad bar and 
you see all these different programs 
and you have to try out each one and 
see which ones you like.” 

Josh Owens, who is the CEO of Ow- 
en’s Trimodal in Long Beach, sponsors 
the program. 

Del Rossi said beach clean-ups were 
included in the program because Ow- 
en’s Trimodal is a member of the Surf 
Rider foundation and the SRWC is a 
LEED (leadership, energy and environ- 
mental design) building. 

“[Owen’s Trimodal is] environ- 
mentally conscious and so are we,” 
Del Rossi said. “So we thought, ‘Let’s

“better integrate general education” 
and “disciplinary learning outcomes,” 
“reduce complexities,” and “ensure the 
sustainability of the [GE] program.” 

Although the quality and sustain- 
ability of the GE program were domi- 
nant influences in the drafting process, 
Freesemann said budget considerations 
played a minor role. 

“Everything was kind of inter- 
twined,” he explained. 

Under the new policy, natural sci- 


ence laboratory requirements (Bl) 
would be limited to only one physical 
(B1b) or biological (Bla) science lab in- 
stead of a mandate for one of each (Bla 
and B1b). 

Out of 200 fall 2011 transfer stu- 
dents, four were able to register for 
necessary science classes, according to 
Freesemann, and, while 60 percent of 
the 200 transfer students met require- 
ments for science classes at their re- 
spective schools, many faced a conflict 
with the CSULB lab requirement. 

“Tt is vital to continue to work to- 
wards having access to all the courses 
that we need to graduate,” Associated 


Students Inc. Vice President Stephen 
Thomas said. “If there are problematic 
courses that are restricting students 
from graduation, then we need look at 
the best option.” 

Mahoney said the limitation of sci- 
ence lab requirements would not reduce 
the breadth of experience. 

Arts and humanities requirements 
would be altered to combine a category 
requiring a three-unit art course (C3) 
with a category (C2) requiring six units 
from any two-course combination of lit- 
erature, philosophy or foreign language. 
- Under the new policy, students 
would have the opportunity to fill the 


six-unit category (C2) by taking litera- 
ture, philosophy, foreign language or 
art classes. 

“Changes to the humanities gives 
students more flexibility,’ Mahoney 
said. “All they would need to complete 
is two courses from two disciplines in 
the humanities, as they do now for the 
social and behavioral sciences.” 

According to Mahoney, the 2011 GE 
policy proposal would not only open 
more classes to meet the arts and hu- 
manities GE requirement, but poten- 
tially grant credit to students who may 
have taken courses that did not previ- 
ously meet the proper units category. 


“New students can take a variety of 
courses,” she said. “They are going to 
get to explore more majors now than 
they could before.” 

Capstone requirements would be 
increased from nine to 13 units and. 
changed to include an “integrative 
learning” category. 

The integrative learning capstone 
would employ the LEAP (Liberal Edu- 
cation America’s Promise) framework, 
which applies “inter-connectivity to 
the entire university experience, pro- 
viding students with meaning for how 
the learning of general education skills 
supports the learning of their majors.”

Students transferring from a com- 
munity college to a CSU will receive 
an Associate of Arts or an Associate 
of Science degree with 60 units that 
include 18 units in their major. These 
units consist of the general education 
courses and lower division major cours- 
es: The benefit of having an AA or AS 
degrée is that students will have a better 
chance of getting into impacted majors 
ata CSU. 

“It’s good to know that I can get a 
head start on my degree at LBCC in- 
stead of having to wait until I get to Cal 
State because I didn’t want to cram all 
my major courses in my last two years 
of college,” 
freshman at LBCC. 

The CCC and CSU are working 
together to give students a better op- 
portunity to graduate on time by cre- 
ating courses universally transferable 
throughout the CCC and CSU systems. 

Once a student completes the appro- 
priate.courses at a CCC, the CSU can- 
not require the student to take any of 
those courses over again. 

SB 1440 requires students to com- 
plete the Intersegmental General Edu- 
cation Transfer Curriculum, which is a 
guide of approved courses that transfer

to a CSU. 

The goal of SB 1440 is to’ make it 
easier for students to graduate from a 
CSU on time because they will not have 
to take additional courses to complete 
their 120-unit Bachelor of Arts degree. 

“It’s a good thing for students attend- 
ing acommunity college because trans- 
ferring is usually a stressful and con- 
fusing process,” said Jonathan Smith, a 
junior at LBCC. 

According to the CCC chancellor's 
office, SB 1440 will generate approxi- 


mately $160 million annually in cost 
savings and nearly 14,000 CSU stu- 
dents each year. 

“We’ve simplified the transfer pro- 
cess and that allows the CSU and Cali- 
fornia Community Colleges to serve 
more students and save: millions of 
dollars by eliminating excess units that 
transfer students often accumulate in 
completing their degrees,” CSU Chan- 
cellor Charles B. Reed said in a press 
conference, “It’s a win-win for every- 
body.” 
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Asian students search 
for ‘Journey to Success’ 


A workshop shows 
Cambodian, and 
other Asian students, 
how to get into and 
pay for college.

An executive order designed to in- 
crease Asian students’ college partici- 


pation has prompted Cal State Long 


Beach to undertake increased efforts 
to aid its Cambodian population. 

The -Asian American Pacific Is- 
lander Initiative is system-wide 
across Cal State University colleges 
and works to increase awareness and 
resource access for the communities 
it serves. 

“Tt’s something the chancellor 
asked us to do,” Associated Students 
Inc. President Lucy Nguyen said. “It’s 
to increase the amount of East Asians 
and Pacific Islanders in college.” 


Each school has a focus demo- 
graphic that it works to specifically 
accommodate. These’ demographics 
are based on each school’s particular 
population. 

“Our focus at Long Beach is the 
Cambodian population,” . Nguyen 
said. 

Other populations targeted by the 
initiative include Filipino, Vietnam- 
ese, Samoan, Tongan, Marshallese, 
Hawaiian,-Hmong and Laotian. 

CSULB is hosting a “Journey to 
Success” workshop for Cambodian 
and other Asian students and_par- 
ents. The event will include seminars 
detailing how to get into and pay for 
college, as well as requirements and 
resources for doing so. It will also fea- 
ture booths with officials from many 
local colleges and universities. 

The “Journey to Success” event 
takes place on Oct. 8 from 8:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. in the University Student 
Union ballrooms. 

“The target is particularly high 
school students,” Nguyen said: “We 
have to tell them, ‘These are the re- 
sources you have to use. These are the 
grades you have to get.’” 
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done in the community.” 
On Dec. 8, the winner will be selected

To redeem points for different fitness 
activities, like aquatics and intramural 
sports, students can go to any kiosk 
in the SRWC, type in their student ID 


number and tell an SRWC employee 
what kind of workout they did. 

As_ of Sept. 14, the SRWC had 777 
students enrolled in the program. Del 
Rossi said they hope to have 1,000 stu- 


dents enrolled by the Sept. 25 deadline. 
“We're hoping that students sign up 
for it and actually utilize and.complete 
the program,” Del Rossi said. 
“We obviously want to make sure we 


get as many students to complete it as 
we can and make a positive impact on 


‘the student experience,” she continued. 


The SRWC offers several classes, in- 
cluding pilates, zumba and yoga. 
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The Los Angeles Dodgers may finally be out of 
their bankruptcy troubles, but the money is com- 
ing from a very unlikely source. Last Thursday, it 
was reported that a $1.2 billion offer was made to 
owner Frank McCourt from an Los Angeles busi- 
nessman named Bill Burke. A large percentage of 

that money will be com- 

ing from a state-owned 
O UR VI EW _ investment institution 

of the People’s Republic 

of China. This means 
that the Dodgers would be essentially owned by 
the Chinese government. 

This purchase price would be the most ever 
paid for a baseball franchise by a substantial 
amount. The most ever spent on a baseball team 
was $800 million for the Chicago Cubs in 2009, 
which is about one-third less than the $1.2 billion 
in cash that was offered for the Dodgers. 

This has brought up a lot of questions about 
whether or not Major League Baseball Com- 
missioner Bud Selig should allow the deal to go 
through. On one hand, the Dodgers need help 
and the Chinese investors have enough money to 
get them back on their feet. On the other hand, 
this may be a sign of the decline of capitalism in 
America. 

Do we really want one of the most historic 
franchises of our national past-time to be owned 
by a corrupt Communist government that mis-. 
treats its citizens? Is it really much worse than 
Frank McCourt, a man who has almost run the 
team into the ground in the past few years? 

Foreign investment in baseball is nothing 
new. Japan owns part of the Seattle Mariners. 
However, America’s relationship with Japan is 
different than our relationship with China. China 
is one of the largest economies in the world, and 
holds billions of American dollars. Approving 
this sale would seem like a symbol that America 
has sold out to China after all. 

It is doubtful that the Chinese will actually 
have much involvement in the Dodgers other 


than their investment. Most likely, Bill Burke will be in charge of 
actually running the business end of things. It is still unsettling, 
however, thatthe Chinese are the only people who have the money 


to bail the Dodgers out. 


Attendance to Dodgers games are extremely low. Last week’s 
game against the Padres had about 8,000 people in attendance. 
They are currently being partially funded by Major League Base- 
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ball itself because Bud Selig refuses to let such a historic franchise 
fail. Without some kind of deal being made, the Dodgers will be 
unable run day-to-day operations or even stay in business. 

It may be necessary for the Dodgers to take the deal and hope 
that Bill Burke can use China’s money to fix the failing company 
and return it to the quality that it is known for. It makes sense that 
China would buy a baseball team seeing as it is unlikely that it will 
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decline in value considering the fact that there is such a large built- 

-in fan-base. 
The deal has yet to be approved and would need to be accepted 

by both a bankruptcy judge and McCourt’s wife, who owns half of 
the Dodgers. Most likely, the deal will not go through. However, if 
China is becoming interested in buying our sports teams, we have 

to wonder what else they are interested in taking over in the future.

Athletes’ crimes should be judged separately from similar cases

Stallworth claimed to 
have flashed his lights at the man to warn him 
but it was too late. Stallworth was convicted of 
driving-under-the-influence and of second-degree 
manslaughter, and ended up serving 30 days in 
jail, as well as a litany of other punishments, in- 


’ cluding two years of house arrest and eight years 
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of probation. 

So why was Stallworth’s sentence so lenient, 
compared to Vick’s two years of hard time? 

The answer in my eyes is simply that Stall- 
worth’s crime was an unfortunate accident while 
Vick’s was premeditated. I’m not trying to make 
excuses for Stallworth and I think drunk driving 
is a disgusting thing, but Stallworth did not mean 
to cause harm to the victim. Sadly, Reyes was in 


_ the wrong place at the wrong time: . 


Put simply, Stallworth’s and Vick’s crimes are 
not comparable. What is comparable, however, 
is the fact that both men have had past transgres- 
sions and have done what was demanded of them 
to redeem themselves. They are both scummy 
people in general, no doubt, but justice was ulti- 
mately served, whether we agree with it or not.

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Long Beach Reggae musician ‘Means’ business 


Doug Means balances 
music with fatherhood 
and school.

Doug Means parked outside the 
Long Beach Clothing store on Atlan- 
tic Avenue ready for his interview. He 
waltzed into the store, sat down and be- 
gan discussing his musical career. 

Means‘is a California reggae/alterna- 
tive rock musician who writes his own 
lyrics, composes his own songs, and 
produces his own CDs. 

Born and raised in Long Beach; 
Means dreams of becoming a well- 
known musician so he could buy his 
own house. 

Means began his journey with music 
when he was 12 years old. He started 
off playing the trumpet, and eventu- 
ally learned to rap. Now, however, he 
mainly focuses on singing. 

“T played [the trumpet] in the orches- 
tra and jazz band,” Means said discuss- 
ing his musical career when he was 
young. “Then I moved on to the gui- 
tar, programming beats and things like 
that based on the knowledge I picked up 
from the trumpet.” 

After picking up the guitar, Means 
began to play shows and in venues 
when he was 16-years-old. 

“I was working at McDonalds,” 
Means said, “and making music and 
playing shows at night.” 

When he was 18-years-old, Means 
began playing at reggae festivals like 
Doheny Days and One Love Festival. 

“Fhere were a lot of Jamaican artists 
touring in the area at the time,” Means 
said. “You don’t see as many Jamaican 
artists around anymore since the Cali- 
fornia reggae movement picked up.” 

Means says he is not influenced by 
any one particular artist but instead in- 
fluenced by the genres of music them- 
selves. He said that he listened to hip- 
hop, rock, drum and bass, and jungle 
music. 

“I don’t have one biggest inspira- 
tion,” Means said. “I was influenced 
by the positive intellect that each genre 
[that I liked] contained.” 

When asked who he wanted to col- 
laborate artistically, Means found it 
difficult to choose one artist. He did 
mention that he would like to work with 
someone who posts music on Youtube. 

“Realistically, there’s a couple art- 
ists in the scene that I’m looking to do 
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a track with,” Means said. “If I could 
do a track with anybody, I’d really have 
to think about it because it’d have to be 
with someone crazy. It might even have 
to be someone that no one has even 
heard of.” 

Means has music embedded in his 
soul. He said that he would love to 
work with mainstream artists to write a 
song and put it out there for everyone to 
love. However, when his son was born, 
he took some time off in order to focus 
on his family. 

“I kind of decided I needed to put 


music on the backburner,” Means said. 
“T was taking 14 units at the time at Cal 
State Fullerton, and I’m even still going 
full-time right now.” 

Means is now a multi-tasking per- 
Son. He takes care of his family, is a 
full-time student and makes music. 

“T’m a workaholic.” Means joked. “I 
never get a chance to take a break be- 
cause I’m doing everything that I want 
to do.” 

In the immediate future, he wants 
to release another album, but because 
of money issues, he can’t do that right

Four season tickets for UCLA’s 19 
home games costs $916 — about $12.05 
per person for each game, while USC 
charges $1,706 for its 17 games at the 
Galen Center — approximately $25.08 
per ticket. 

Meanwhile, four tickets for CSUF’s 
15 home contests costs $540 — $9 
per person, while the same package 
at USCB costs $568 — approximately 
$9.47 apiece. 

The men’s basketball team, which 
set an attendance record of 5, 143 in 
last season’s home opener against then- 
No. 25-ranked San Diego State, will be 
hosting perennial powerhouse UNC on 
Nov. 18, 2012. 

Cegles said that LBSU head coach 
Dan Monson’s friendship with UNC 
head coach Roy Williams aided in the 


process of scheduling the Tarheels. 

“Scheduling a top 10 team at home 
provides the 49ers and the university 
national recognition,’ . Cegles said, 
“and acknowledges the quality of the 
program and respect for our basketball 
tradition: Obviously, winning the game 
enables you to build a stronger schedule 
for the future and generates new rev- 
enues from ticket sales.” 
* Despite the seating expansion, Ce- 
gles said the athletic department has yet 
to discuss the number of seats that will 
be made available for students who are 
provided complimentary seating with a 
valid CSULB ID. 

“I would anticipate some reason- 


able and fair cap on students who can 


attend,’ Cegles said. “To be sure, we 
want to accommodate our most loyal 
student fans.”
